What use huve these Legislatures made ol 
this sovereign powor? They have transferred 
it to a thousand State hanks; they havo yield 
ed up all control over it; und it the doctrine 
now contended fur bo correct, these bank* can¬ 
not be disturbed in the oxorcise of this attri¬ 
bute of sovereign power by uny human uu- 
liiorily They hold it under the sacred shield 
of the constitution ol the United Stales, It is 
now deemed a matter of immense imixo lance 
to restrain tho issue of small notes und substi¬ 
tute a specie circulation in their stand. But tho 
banks can hiugii you to scorn. The whole pow-

Should il, However, l>e 
adverse, which Heaven forbid! I can tell the 
Senator from South Carolina, (Mr. Calhoun,) 
that we shall neverresort to nullification a* 
the rigldlul remedy. 

Thus, sir I have been drawn Into* discus¬ 
sion utterly repugnant to my own feelings. I 
hope I may never again have occasion lo allude 
to the subject on this floor. It is 'entirely 
foreign from the question in dolxlfo. Nothing 
could have urged me to make the remarks 
which I have done, but (he unwarranted at¬ 
tack of the Senator from Ohio (Mr. Morrie) 
upon the party at home with which I am 
proud lo act.

Carolina (Air. Calhoun) and Ohio(Mr. Alor 
ris) have thought differently, nnd hate render¬ 
ed it necessary for me lo make some observa¬ 
tions in reply. 

First, then, I would ask what possible con 
neclion can be imagined helwwen tiie conduct 
of the Senatorial eteciuia of Maryland, who 
refused lo execute a trust for which they were 
sleeted, and (hat of the people of Michigan, 
who choose delegates to a convention upon 
(he express invitation of un act ol Congress? 
The Maryland electors refused tu per.urm 
their duly under the Stale constitution; hut 
Ike people of Michigan did give their assent 
to thu condition which wo had prescribed to 
themp and upon which alone they could enter 
the Union. There is as great a difference be¬ 
tween tho twu cases, as “between a hawk and 
a bandsaw.” Standing here us u Senator, I 
have no right to pronounce judgment upon (ho 
conduct ol these Hectors. They are respon¬ 
sible to (he people of |{ie State ol Aluryland, 
not to nr*. 

The other Maryland question la which (lie 
Senator adverted is one ol n very different 
character. It involves tho decision of the 
important principle, whether, under a settled 
form of constitutional Government, the people 
have a right lo change that form in uny other 
manner than tho mode prescribed by the con¬ 
stitution. If 1 were to admit I hat they did 
not (Hisses* this power, still the Senator is us 
much of a revolutionist as myself. He admits 
that if the Legislature of Alichigdn Imd pas¬ 
sed a law authorizing this convention, und 
fixing lire lime and place ol its meeting, then 
its proceedings would have been regulur and 
valid. But who gave tho Legislature of 
Mtchigun this authority f Is it contained in 
the constitution ol I ho State? That is not pre¬ 
tended. Whence, Ilian,shall we derive il? 
How docs the Senator escape from (his diffi¬ 
culty? Upon Ins own principles it would have 
been a legislative usurpation; and yet he says, 
if the Legislature had acted first, the conven¬ 
tion woulu have been bcld under competent 
authority. 

Now, for my own part, I should not have 
objected to their action. It might have been 
convenient, it might have been proper, lor 
(hem lo have recommended a particular day 
for holding the election ot delegates and lor 
(lie meeting of the convention. But it is man¬ 
ifest (hat as a source of power to the conven¬ 
tion, legislative action would huve been absurd. 
The constitution of Michigan fixes the boun¬ 
daries of the State. For this purpose il re¬ 
fers to the act ol Congress of tho 11th of Jan¬ 
uary, 1805, establishing the Territory. How 
could the boundaries he changed? If in no 
other manner than that prescribed by (lie con¬ 
stitution of Michigan, it would have delayed 
lor at least two years, thu uUmission ol thu 
Stale into the Union. 

First, sucli an amendment must have boon 
sanctioned bv a majority of thu Senuto [and 
House of Representatives. Then it must 
have been published for three mouths. A Iter- 
wards it must havo received the approbation 
of two thirds of both houses of u Legislature 
subsequently elected. And, alter all these 
pre-requisites, it must have been submitted tu 
u vote ul the people fur 1 heir ratifications. It 
wns to avoid these very difficulties that the 
Senate, at their lust session, adopted, by an 
unanimous vote, the measures which tho Sen¬ 
ator now culls revolutionary, and referred the 
decision of the question directly to the sover¬ 
eign poopleof Michigan in (heir primary ca¬ 
pacity. Then was the appropriate moment 
for the Senator to have objected to this course. 
That was the occasion on which lo covince us 
that this was an unconstitutional and lawless 
proceeding. 

Ho suffered the precious moment lo escape, 
and it is now too lute to tell the people of Mi¬ 
chigan that Ihey shall he punished by an ex 
elution Irom th* Union, because they thought 
proper to take us at our word That would 
have been the time to have inserted an •- 
raendmoni in the bill requiring a previous act 
ol (ha Legislutuie, prescribing th# mode of 
electing the delegates.

The judges of tho Supreme Court of several 
ol the Ststoshold their offices unde- llie Stale 
constitutions.—They have abandoned the prac¬ 
tice of a lucrative profession, and the Slate lias 
entered into a solemn contract with Ihem.llmt 
they shall hold their offices during good beha¬ 
vior, and receive a fixed annual compensation 
which (hall not hu diminished during their 
term of service.—Here is a solemn contract, 
founded on a valuable consideration; and yol 
in all the changes winch have been made in 
the different Stales, il has never, lo my knowl¬ 
edge, been seriously contended, thut judges, 
under such circumstances, might not be re¬ 
moved, or have llie tenure ol our salary ol 
(heir office entirely changed. This has been 
done in repeated instances. And why? Be¬ 
cause although this be a contract, it is one not 
ol a private, but of a publiu nature. It relates 
lo llie administration ol justice, which is une 
Ol the most im|iortant concerns of government; 
and (tie interests of the individual judgo must 
yield lo that of the whole community, ll is 
therefore not e contract within tho meaning ol 
the constitution of the United Stutes. 

Again, suppose the Legislature of a Slate 
•hould create a joint stock company, will) a 
capital ol thirty five millions of dullurs, and 
grant them the exclusive privilege of purcha¬ 
sing and vending ell Mia cotton, the flour,the 
iron, th* coal, or any of the other great staples 
of the Stale which might seek a market in 
llreir cHnmercial metropolis. Will any Sen¬ 
ator contend that such a chatter would be ir- 
rovocuUe? Must the greut agricultural and 
munu'ubtunng interests ol the State, which 
may bur* thus been sacrificed by the Legis¬ 
lature, forauin palsied by sucli an odious mo¬ 
nopoly?'Certainly n.H. Tha next Legislature 
might sepeal live obnoxious law: becuum it 
concerned not private interests or private prop¬ 
erty merely, but those great and leading inier- 
esls which vt'ally affect tire whole people ol (lie 
Slate. iNoone cen suppose that the Constitu¬ 
tion of tie United S.alus ever intended to con¬ 
secrate Isuch a charter. , >
